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Reading Interest Studies 


By HeLen T. STErnBARGER, Member, Sub-Committee on Readable Books, 
American Library Association; Readers’ Adviser, Mt. Pleasant Branch, 
Public Library, Washington, D.C. 

N THIS day of economic and social change there is a direct challenge to all 

workers in the many fields of adult education to use every available re- 

source in assisting the individual to adjust himself to the changed condi- 
tions of living, through an understanding of the causes and possible effects, 
and in directing the utilization of his leisure time. 

‘In no place is this challenge more truly felt than in a library, where each 
day a certain portion of the world passes by, and where the literature outlining 
not only the economic and social situation but the needs of the people as a 
whole is examined. As a result of such daily contact, attention is focussed on 
the need of the individual, and, as a striking result of the examination of the 
hooks, a definite impression is made of the vital necessity for an understand- 
ing and intelligent reading public, if a lasting benefit is to result from these 
present conditions. 

Readers’ advisers and those working directly to bring the right book to the 
right person have a real responsibility. I¢xperience in selecting books for 
those who need direction in reading helps one to acquire a knowledge of the 
average reader’s needs and abilities. This grows with the passage of time, 
but does not always keep pace with the complexities of modern conditions. 

As early as 1926, the American Library Association, in Libraries and adult 
education, stressed particularly the need for carefully planned studies of read- 
ing interests and habits. Since that time many such studies have been made. 
\ knowledge of them should be a valuable supplement to this empirical knowl- 
edge if the best results are to be achieved by those who work with books and 
the public. 

Without doubt the first study of importance to all adult workers is that 
which dispels the old idea that the adult is not capable of learning. The well 
known psychologist, Dr. Edward L. Thorndike, in Adult learning (Macmil- 
lan, 1928), establishes the fact that the adult, especially between the ages of 
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twenty-five to forty-five, is as able to learn as the adolescent if he is interested, 
willing to make the effort, and is wisely directed. 

Having established this basic fact, two general surveys should be con- 
sidered. Dr. William S. Gray and Ruth Monroe in The reading interests and 
habits of adults (Macmillan, 1929) present analyses of significant studies, 
case studies, and pertinent conclusions. Dr. Douglas Waples and Ralph W. 
Tyler in What people want to read about (A. L. A. and University of Chicago 
Press, 1931) have studied the reading preferences of over 5,000 people in 104 
occupational groups in order to obtain a pattern which could be used as a 
standard for book selection for an individual in a similar group. In addition, 
Dr. Waples in “The Relation of Subject Interest to Actual Interest” (Library 
Quarterly, v. 2, January 1932) convinces the reader that only a small portion 
of ‘available printed matter is concerned with the question on which he most 
wants to read” and that his expressed interest is not always that of his reading. 

Studies particularly related to the size of the community follow logically 
and are provocative of thoughtful consideration. Frank Lorimer, Research 
Director for the Brooklyn Conference on Adult Education, in The making of 
adult minds in a metropolitan area (Macmillan, 1931), gives important facts 
related to the reading interests and habits of a large city. Robert S. and Helen 
Merrell Lynd, in Middletown (Harcourt, 1929), present contemporary life 
in a community of about 35,000 people, as developed over a period of thirty- 
five years. Albert Blumenthal in Small-town stuff (University of Chicago 
Press, 1932) does a somewhat similar piece of work for a town of about 1,500 
in the Rocky Mountain district. 

Shorter studies making valuable contributions of facts are the following: 
Ilizabeth Eathel Cooper in “An Investigation of the Reading Interests of 
One Thousand Adult Occupational Workers” (University of Pittsburgh 
Bulletin, v. 28, December 1931) considers men in twenty occupational 
groups, and gives case studies; Paul A. Witty, ““The Reading Interests and 
Habits of Five Hundred Adults” (Education, v. 52, May 1932), is concerned 
with these facts as related to similar groups of Kansas City women; Alva 
Hudson in “Reading Achievements, Interests, and Habits of Negro Women” 
(Journal of Negro Education, v. 1, October 1932) gives an excellent analysis 
of many facts related to two groups in Chicago. Two studies of both men 
and women are Alonzo G. Grace, “The Reading Interests of Adults” (Jour- 
nal of Educational Research, v. 19, April 1929) which treats of members of 
evening school classes, and B. Lamar Johnson, “An Investigation of Reading 
Interests and Habits at Various Age, Educational, and Occupational Levels. 
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Part 1, Adult Reading Interests as Related to Sex and Marital Status” (The 
School Review, v. 40, January 1932). The title is self-explanatory. 

The use of leisure in cities has been analyzed by the National Recreation 
Association in The leisure hours of 5,000 people (National Recreation Asso- 
ciation, 1934) and by Janet Fowler Nelson in Leisure time interests and ac- 
tivities of business girls; a research study (Womans Press, 1934). Both 
give facts related to the importance of reading. 

The rural field has three easily available surveys: Benson Y. Landis and 
John D. Willard in Rural adult education (Macmillan, 1933) cover what is 
being done for and in these communities ; Carl C. Taylor in Rural sociology 
(Harper, 1933) gives a thoroughly sympathetic and critical interpretation 
of the social problems of these citizens; for a particular state, Samuel Hunt- 
ington Hobbs, in North Carolina, economic and social (University of North 
Carolina Press, 1930), does the same thing. These three definitely establish 
the importance of libraries and the need of reading matter, as does “The Use 
of Leisure in Selected Areas of North Carolina,” by Mary E. Frayser (Clem- 
son College, South Carolina Agricultural Experiment Station, Bulletin 263, 
March 1930). 

There are many studies of students’ reading, both high school and college. 
Representative studies in the high school group are William R. Cain and 
Francis J. Brown, “An Evaluation of the Outside Reading Interests of a 
Group of Senior-High-School Pupils” (Journal of Educational Sociology, 
v. 5, March 1932) ; Vera Elder and Helen S. Carpenter, “Reading Interests of 
High-School Children” (Journal of Educational Research, v. 19, April 
1929) ; and Jeanette Kyle, “Whither Goest Thou, Modern Youth?” (English 
Journal, high school ed., v. 21, October 1932). 

In the college realm Alvin C. Eurich has made scientific and convincing 
studies. His book, Reading abilities of college students (University of 
Minnesota Press, 1931), covers every phase, and his article, “Student Use of 
the Library” (Library Quarterly, v. 3, January 1933), makes a briefer anal- 
ysis. Leon Carnovsky, in “The Dormitory Library: an Experiment in 
Stimulating Reading” (Library Quarterly, v. 3, January 1933), gives many 
enlightening facts related to the reading of freshmen, seniors, and graduate 
students at the University of Chicago. Mary Soutter Turk in “Undergrad- 
uate Reading at Hobart College” ( Publishers’ Weekly, v. 117, April 5, 1930) 
presents the results of four years’ work at a small college. 

The library as an investigator and as a subject of investigation should now 
be considered. Dr. Douglas Waples in “Community Studies in Reading” 
(Library Quarterly, v. 3, January 1933) gives an analytic study of the read- 
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ing material, the sources, and the reading done by those living in the vicinity 
of the Seward Branch of the New York Public Library, situated in the Lower 
East Side. M. Louise Hunt, librarian, and Maria Anna Newberry, editor, 
give the results of the study of “A Day’s Work at the Racine, Wisconsin, 
Public Library” (Library Journal, v. 59, February 1, 1934). Josephine 
Adams Rathbone in “A Study in Reading” (Bulletin of the A. L. A., v. 27, 
November 1933) tells what is being read in five of the branch libraries of New 
York in five subjects and in five authors of these subjects. Charles H. Comp- 
ton, of the St. Louis Public Library, has always been interested in who reads 
what, and the American Mercury, v. 31, April 1934, carries his enjoyable 
article, “Who Reads Mark Twain?” 

These studies which have been mentioned are necessarily only a few of 
those which have been recently published. There are many more in the 
process of compilation and the theses of graduate schools indicate particular 
interest. Truly, as Dr. Louis R. Wilson has said in his article in the Library 
Journal of April 15, 1933, “The Reader Receives New Consideration.”
